The City Council and the avi­ 
ation committee of the Board of 
Community Development made a 
big step in the direction of future 
growth for Hamlin the other day 
when arrangements were made to 
go ahead with the construction of 
a new airport. 
While on the surface an a ir­ 
port may not seem very important 
to the average citizen, it is very 
important to the type of people 
that 
can 
determine 
our future 
growth. 
A 
good 
all-weather landing 
strip is also important to many of 
the industries that Hamlin already 
has. While too many seem to sing 
the 
blues 
about how the small 
towns 
are 
slipping aw'ay, 
this 
seems like a good time to point 
out that Hamlin is blessed with 
some rather strong industries that 
are too often taken for granted. 
I he re 
is 
not a town in the 
area that would not be making a 
strong pitch to get Celotex if there 
was some chance that it could be 
obtained. 
We have a great num­ 
ber of oil related industries that 
add untold dollars to our economy 
each year. Added to this are the 
agriculturally 
related industries 
such as Moore Elevator and its 
many operations, Plains Oil Mill 
and the compress and gins. 
And most of these firms deal 
with people and firms that have 
airplanes 
or at least fly at one 
time or another. 
It is just not possible to make 
a very good impression with these 
people when they have to land at 
Stamford or Abilene 
and 
find 
someway to get to Hamlin. 
No doubt there are a number 
of people that feel that Hamlin 
needs a lot of other things besides 
an airport and 
they are right. 
But if we go to work on them as 
hard as the people have that have 
made the airport possible-we can 
have them too. 


There 
is no 
doubt that the 
whole state breathed a sigh of re ­ 
lief the other day when the Senate 
and the House finally reached an 
agreement on a new tax program 
for Texas. 
When you look at the bill it is 
hard to see w'hat is so different 
from it and the ones proposed in 
the first 
special session and it 
makes you wonder why it took so 
long. 
We are afraid that one of the 
principal problems that this se s­ 
sion 
is 
going to create is the 
public’s disgust 
with the whole 
system and those representing us 
in Austin. 
Unless the public forgets by 
the time it goes to the polls next 
year a lot of good men could suf­ 
fer from this sum m er’s madness. 
We hope that this is not the 
case in this area because we have 
three good men in Austin and they 
were not any happier about what 
happened 
than 
the people back 
home were. 
In an apparent effort to over­ 
come this backlash we received a 
note 
this 
week 
from 
Senator 
David Ratliff who represents the 
21 counties in the 24th Senatorial 
District, which includes Jones. 
Sen. 
Ratliff 
said, 
"I have 
voted every time for an increase 
in 
the tax on cigarettes, beer, 
wine, whiskey, and other luxury 
and unnecessary items, as well 
as a tax on the current rash of 
filthy movies now being shown in 
our movie houses, but that so far, 
each time the senate passes such 
legislation, 
it is killed by 
some 
of the house members. 
(Ed.note: 
this was written before the cur­ 
rent bill was passed). 
House 
members of the 24th 
district, 
however, have continued to sup­ 
port beer, cigarette, wine 
whiskey taxes the 
same as 
have.”

Social Security 
Head Warns Hot 
To Delay to File 


"Don’t delay, do it today” 
might sound like an overworn 
cliche, 
but it is a very im­ 
portant suggestion to any per­ 
son nearing his 65th birthday, 
R. R. Tuley, Jr., Abilene soci­ 
al security district manager 
announced today. 
Failure to make an appli­ 
cation on time has resulted 
in a loss of cash benefits and 
Medicare protection to some 
Big Country residents, he re­ 
ported. 
A worker 
should file his 
social security claim during 
the three month period before 
his retirement date, he stated, 
and certainly during the three 
months before his 65th birth­ 
day, whether he is contem­ 
plating retirem ent or not. 
He emphasized that early 
filing of the claim allows the 
social security office adequate 
time to assist the claimant in 
securing the required proofs 
for approval of his claim, and 
also assures the payment of 
benefits promptly. 
Tuley said that cash benefit 
applications can be retroactive 
for a period of one year if all 
conditions of entitlement are 
met. But there is no retro­ 
activity to a claimant’s elect­ 
ion of supplementary medical 
insurance 
under 
Medicare.

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Details of ASC Committee Voting 
Explained By County Chairman 


Farmers are receiving by 
mail the official ballots for 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation community com­ 
mittee election, according to 
John E. Nix, Chairman of the 
ASC County Committee. 
He reminds 
farm voters 
that two envelopes accompany 
each ballot. After a voter has 
marked his ballot he should 
fold it and seal it in the plain 
envelope. The plain envelope 
should not be signed by the 
voter because its purpose is 
to insure secrecy of the bal­ 
lot. 
After scaling the ballot in 
the plain envelope tho 
voter 
then should put the plain en­ 
velope into tho second enve­ 
lope which is addressed to the 
Jones County ASCS Office 
and seal it. He should immedi­ 
ately sign his name on the 
back of this envelope on tho 
line indicated, fill in tho date, 
then mail the envelope. 
With his signature the voter 
certifies he voted his ballot 
personally without undue in­ 
fluence of other , explained 
the ASC Committee Chair­ 
man. Without th*- certifying 


signature the ballot will not 
be counted, he said. 
If the voter signs the en­ 
velope with an “X” mark, the 
signature of a witness is re­ 
quired. 
When the certified envelopes 
are received in the county of­ 
fice 
they are immediately 
placed in a sealed ballot box 
until September 19, 1969 when 
ballots will be tabulated, Mr. 
Nix said. 
Ballot counting Is open to 
the public. After certifications 
are chocked, the sealed plain 
envelopes will 
be 
removed 
from the certified outer enve­ 
lopes and shuffled together 
before being opened and the 
votes counted. 
“Ballot sec­ 
recy is completely preserved,” 
said Mr. Nix. “Signing the 
outer envelope in no way af­ 
fects the voter’s right to a 
secret ballot.”

Legislators bat­ 
tled wearily toward a conclus­ 
ion of the second special ses­ 
sion, with some indications 
of 
a conclusion developing. 
A Senate-written 
version 
of the tax hill came within six 
voles 
of 
adoption 
in 
the 
House. But 
Representatives 
balked at the Sente’s com­ 
promise $357.6 million tax bill 
which included a new “desti­ 
nation allocation formula de­ 
signed to collect a corporation 
franchise tax on out-of-state 
industries selling products in 
Texas. 
Senate first turned a deaf 
ear to the House request for a 
new conference committee. 
Gov. Preston Smith and Lt. 
Gov. Ben Barnes pressed hard 
for House adoption 
of the 
Senate amendements to HB 4, 
but Speaker Gus Mutscher said 
the measure remained a “bad 
bill.” 
Only really-new idea in the 
compromise was the desti­ 
nation allocation formula. 
Otherwise it called for a 
quarter 
per cent increase 
(to 3 5) in the state sales tax 
and inclusion of beer and li­ 
quor under its base; five cents 
a pack raise on cigarettes; 50- 
cent 
(to $3.25 per $1,000) 
raise in corporation franchise 
tax rate; 
one half per cent 
(to 7.5 per cent of value) hike 
in natural gas tax; 
and IO 
cents a drink tax on alcoholic 
beverages 
sold in private 
clubs and on airlines. 
Rep. John Allen of Long­ 
view denounced 
the big-city 
members for failure to support 
the tax bill. He pointed out 
that of 19 members from H ar­ 
ris County, only one voted for 
the tax. And this is the coun­ 
ty that gets 20 per cent of 
the state spending, Allen said. 
Allen noted that other big- 
city delegates 
voted against 
the bill, except for the Dallas 
delegation, and that 54 of the 
68 votes cast for the bill, were 
from members from rural or 
small-city areas. 
He pointed to the 
coming 
reapportionment 
after 
the 
1970 census and asked: “How 
will we ever pass a tax bill 
when Houston gets 24 mem­ 


bers and only one of them will 
vote for a tax 
bill?” 
This rural-urban split in the 
House was just one of many 
developments as the weary 
legislators fought to put a 
majority of each house to­ 
gether on a tax package to 
sustain 
state 
government 
during the next two years. 
Senate first enacted, then 
backed down on its unusual 
proposal to levy a $1 per tick­ 
et tax on admissions to “dirty 
movies.” Original bill would 
have designated the Commis­ 
sioner 
of Bureau of Labor 
Statistics 
(who 
supervises 
boxing and wrestling) to re­ 
view all movies coming 
into 
the state and determine those 
which should be rated “X” for 
adult audiences only. The lat­ 
ter were targeted for the tax. 
After thinking it over a couple 
of days, Senate bowed to the 
advice of members who ar­ 
gued that the regulation of 
sexy movies should be left to 
a separate bill, not a tax mea­ 
sure. 
Increases in teachers’ and 
state workers’ pay, expansion 
of the college and university 
system, and improvements in 
the care of the mentally ill 
account for most of the in­ 
crease in state spending. 
But how to put together a 
tax package to provide the 
money was the question which 
troubled the legislators in the 
second week of the second 
special session.

Home normally is thought 
of as a safe, secure place, but 
it isn’t always that way. In 
fact, it’s a dangerous place 
which can cause death or in­ 
jury. 
As modern living has be­ 
come more complex, man has 
built in many dangers. Gas 
and electricity 
are useful 
tools, but they can cause fires 
or 
killing 
electric 
shocks. 
Our tiled baths, glossy floors, 
fancy draperies, decorations 
and never ending supplies of 
new gadgets present hazards 
to our lives every day. 
Last year the number of 
home deaths in this country 
was some 30,000 with falls, 
bums and poisons as the lead-

Most of these deaths occur 
in the bedrooms, kitchens and 
bathrooms. Most people think 
first of the bathtub, with its 
hazards of falls and drowning, 
as the number one killer, but 
It isn’t. 
Bedrooms rank first. Too 
many people smoke in bed 
and “wake up dead” 
from 
fire or 
lethal smoke. Many 
infants smother from improp­ 
er covering or too large a pil­ 
low’. And people get up during 
the night and fall over ob­ 
jects in the dark. Bad house­ 
keeping is at fault here. 
In our slick-floored kitchens 
we 
fall, 
burn, 
electrocute, 
bomb and poison ourselves. 
The oven cleaner, drain clean­ 
er, bleach, dishwashing com­ 
pounds, insecticide and fur­ 
niture polish under the sink 
are products which are poison­ 
ous and easily accessible to 
children. Leaking gas — or 
fumes — may explode on con­ 
tact with a pilot light on your 
stove. 
In addition to falls around 
the tub, the bathroom has 
another potential killer in the 
medicine cabinet. It has been 
estimated that 302,000 chil­ 
dren under five years of age 
ingested 
some 
potentially 
toxic product last year. 
To prevent these home ac­ 
cidents, plan for safety. Keep 
medicines and home kitchen 
products out of the reach of 
children. Watch where you 
put your lighted cigarettes 
and matches. Put hand holds 
around your bathtubs and make 
sure all rugs 
are slide-free. 
Never 
place 
inflammables 
near a gas water heater. Be­ 
fore winter sets in, have your 
heating system 
checked 
to 
guard against fires — or car­ 
bon monoxide poisoning. Nev­ 
er touch any electrical ap­ 
pliance with your hands in 
water or while on a wet floor. 
And keep 
things 
in their 
places.
